sion. At the United States and Spanish 
erabasiiea the utmost reticence, of 
coiirse, ia obetrved. They , pretend to 
know nothing, and it is noteworthy 
in view of reports tbal the 
AraiBtrongB have sold cruiaera to Spain, 
that the Armatrongs have given exprees 
direction! that no questioua are to be 
answered respecting their dealingB witli 
liriliab or following governments. What 
cannot be denied is that the Arnnatroni»8 
have had relations with Spain since 
1S80| have built several cruieers to 
Spain's orders and now have vessels ou 
the stocks that could be sold if the 
money were forthcoming. 

" la it Ffencb money that ia helping 
Spain? Two of the first financial houses 
were asked this question this afternoon. 
Their reply was grouped thus : Xolhiiig 
of the kind ia definitely arranged ; and 
eeeinp that there are large l<"rench linan- 
cial intereeta in .Spain, French financiers 
will be moat anxious to keep Spain from 
war. But it is equally certain that if 
Spain should decide that war, however 
erate, is the only escape from the 
growing AnAnoi^l muddle «,% home, 
Paris, and not London would be the 
quarter whence money would be songht 
and beyond doubt obtained. Aa yet, 
however, nothing has been definitely 
settled. 

"The fact probably is that Spain ia 
anxioua to buy cruiaera and the .^.rm- 
stronga are ready to sell it they can see 
money. The Fiench financiers are not 
eager to advance the necessary money bo 
long aa by holding back they can assist 
the caase of peace."

Mackenzie & Mann's Force Were to Break 
a Way TlirouRh on Wednes- 
day Lust. 

Mr. John Rose, of Toronto, who went 
North as repreaentati ve of Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie tt Mann, returned on Sunday from 
Wrangel by the ateamerTeee. Mr. IIoeb 
brings what may b'e considered aa the 
moat reliable news received of the Sti- 
kine route for some little time past. 
There are at Cottonwood island at the 
mouth of the Stikine, he says, 40 teams 
with eleigha and 200 men of the Mac- 
kenzie &. Mann outfit. From the infor- 
mation received there oh Mon- 
day last by Mr. Boas, the 
sleighing was good from the 
island for aisteen miles up river. From 
the best information Mr.Roaa could get,- 
there waa a enow belt thirty jailes long 
above Lhia ou the river, with heavy BhOW 
above and alush below. Beyond that 
again, all the way to Telegraph Creek, 
the sleighing was good. Mr. Ross , re- 
marked yesterday that it was the inten- 
tion to have started out the fall force of 
teams and men to break the way through 
the snow belt, and with that force he be- 
lieved it could be done in three or four 
daya at the most. Mr. Neil Keith, man- 
ager of the construction, is in charge, 
and he is the kind of man who will push 
thinES through with energy and dis- 
patch. 

According to Mr. Ross there were fully 
1,000 men camped on Cottonwood island 
waiting for the Mackenzie and Mann peo- 
ple to breck the way for them. Among 
theee were Captain Armstrong and hia 
party on their way to Tealin to build a 
steamer to ply on the lake. Cap- 
tain Armstrong baa two steam 
aleigba. These are fitted with 
boilers and ateam capatana. The 
cablea are taken ahead five hundred or a 
thousand yards then anchored, and the 
machinery being put in motion winds 
thesleighaup to the anchor which ia 
again carried forward. To each steam 
aleii:h ia attached a train of eight or ten 
sleighe, and Captain Armstrong expect- 
ed to move -10 tons with the two sleighs. 

Cottonwood island ia a very busy 
place, with big warehouses for supplies 
for the railway people, and 
the numerous people getting ready to 
move up the river. Mr. Ross wishes to 
speak in praise of the courteous United 
Statea customs ofliciala at Wrangel. 
While they did their duty they did it 
pleasantly and with as little friction as 
possible. ,

The Custom JIoiiso Has Auothcr Busy 
and Vrry Kemunerative 
Day. 



In tbe Path of a Waterspout— TLe 
Big Kiiigchow Excites 
Admiration. 



There waa much excitement nlonp; tho 
•waterfront yesterday and on Sunday oc- 
casioned by tho incoming and outijoiug 
of veseels of tlio northern fleet. Con- 
eiderable commotion in the upper harbor 
traa created by the work on the Com- 
monwealth and Ningchovr, on each of 
which thousands of doHars are being ex- 
pended to put them in condition for eer- 
vice. At tlie lower wharvea to tho south 
of tho \\. k N. bridge was tbe following 
fleet: Tlie Muriel awaiting orders, with 
flag at half maat out of respect to her 
former owner, Mr. John Rood; the 
Teea, Tfincess Louiee and Danube, juet 
down from tho North, having arrived 
In the order named; the Charm- 
er and Willapa, the latter juHt 
in Irom the West Coast. Far- 
ther along tbe water front at the 
Custom House was to be found the most 
inter«atiag scene of all. Hnndreds of 
prospective miners swarmed the build- 
ing all day long for Canadian miners' 
licenBea, and after the Queen arrived 
from tliB Sound during tho fore part of 
the afternoon tho crowd stretched from 
tbe corridor of the cuatoma building 
half way up Broughton street toGovern- 
mant. Tlie rueh for licenses was 
brought about by those oi ttie north 
bound lleet — tlie Centennial, Queen and 
Ileuneme — being in port together on 
their way to Kkagway and Dyea from 
theSounil. These ships were all at; the 
outer -wUarf and of tho three 
but one was subject to inspection 
in compliance to the new Canadian 
steamboat regulations. Tbia was the 
Centennial, she being a new boat to this 
port and having careo and passengers to 
take on here. The Queen accepted noti- 
fication, la explanation of this, Steam- 
boat Inspector Thompsca yesterday 
stated that with vessels like the (Jueeu, 
well known in port, the regulations will 
not he enforced as strictly as with tramp 
fillips or straniiera— that ia the former 
wifl bo },'iven notice.

weeks ago struck the etp^,mer and her 
tow with terrlfi'', force. Henry bay was 
made for shelter, the place beinc noted 
according to the Alaska Pilot for 
the absence o( ahoreword winds. 
The puljlieation, however, waa 
wrong for once, and during the 
heaviest of the sLonn the Lome dragged 
both anchora when ha\dng all 
cable out. The steamer for sis 
days was wind-bound an experience 
which, in the words of Oapt. Langley, 
was a veiitable " Waterloo," and an ex- 
perience, also, which the tug in all her 
service as a tugboat has never previously 
gone through. Proceeding to Skagway, 
the Lome waa the flrststeamer to arrive 
there in seven days. While in port a 
regretable accident, ending hitally, oc- 
curred to one ol the crew of the Jtichard 
III, Joseph McDonald. Tlie deceased 
was overhauling tlie cat-fall when tlio 
chain stopper gave way allowing the 
anchor to drop into the 'water, and also 
striking film on the head and knocking 
him overboard. Captain Langley waa 
in the water in a moment and had a 
rope around tho lucklesa man's body in 
short order, but death had already come 
as a result of tho blow. The deceased 
had been in Nova Scotia an old college 
chnm of Captain Langley's, and the ac- 
cident was, therefore, particularly dis- 
treeeing to tbe captain. An inquest was

ENCOUNTERED A WWTEnSI'OUT. 

Captain Helm, of the British ship 
Falkirk, now in the Koyal Roads, relates 
ad experience that ho liad on the Jajjan- 
eso coast that for cKcitoment and 
uni(iuoaesa ia seldom tiaralleled in the 
iinnald of navigation. The Falkirk 
coniplotod a -10-day passage from 
Shanghai ye.sterday • arriving in tho 
Jtoyal Roads during tho early morn- 
ing. When nine diiya out from 
tho Chinese port the ship came within 
an ace of being caught in a waterspout, 
tlio huge body of water that descended 
from the sky being so large that at a 
distance of a (juartor of a mile the ves- 
sel's rigging suUdred and her sails were 
torn to threads. The sky was overcast 
and tho big column of water that 
fell presented an efi'ect awe- 
inspiring and grand. As it 
fell a whirlwind seemed to give it forma- 
tions and though it was a quarter of a 
mile distant ita wonderful " magnetic ' ' 
power seem to sack the good ship into a 
vortex which had she entered would 
have meant certain destruction. Aa it 
v.aa the eiiip. threatened to cajisize and 
Captain Helm thinks the only thing 
that kept her from doing ao 
was that he had all hal- 
yards loosened. The waterspout oc- 
curred on February 2, wlieu tho vessel 
was off tho coast of Japan. A few days 
previous one of the veasel's crew, a man 
named McDonald, fell down the hatch- 
way and severely cut hie head and broke 
his arm, injuries which have since pretty 
well healed up. The Falkirk comes 
here in ballast for orders. 

THE "cOKONa's" CON'niTrON'. 

This week will probably see the 
wrecked steamer Corona, which went 
ashore on Lewis island some four or dvo 
weeks ago, safely delivered in port and 
receiving repairs. The steamer has been 
lioated, out not altogether aucceaafully, 
and according to expectations will start 
for Victoria to-day. For several weeks 
Captain Goodall, representing the own- 
ers of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany, and a number of Victoria wreck- 
ers together with a wrecking plant here 
obtained, have been working on the 
steamer, and last Friday night the re- 
sult of tlieir operations was demon- 
strated. The steamer, which lay 
with her bow high out of water 
and lier stern submerged, or 
at an angle so steeii that 
one could only with great diliiculy walk 
up her deck cauio to an even keel ae the 
water in her liold by degrees was pump- 
ed out. After the big steamer moved 
of]' her rocky bed the Maude took her in 
tow, and a start for a sandy beach was 
made. Before going far a hole in the 
Corona was discovered to have been 
insecurely patched. Water was coming 
through this faster than the pumps 
could keep it. out, and it was therefore 
decided to place the ship on a flat rock 
conveniently near where the vessel 
first struck. All that ia necessary 
now ia to patch this hole 
and head the ship for Victoria. 
The just arrived steamers from the 
North by which the news of the Corona's 
condition is received, also bring details 
of iJio Cottage City's misadventure. It 
wasiin Wallace Bight that tho accident 
happened, v.-bile tlio mate was at the 
'.vlieel. The steamer received little or 
no injury on lifiSt striking and according 
to her engineer ORe pump could keep 
her free of water. Th« passengers, not 
withstanding, became OQeaey at the 
leakage and Capt. Hunter iu order to 
gratify their desires beached the veaael 
to make her perfectlg watertight. 

TIIIv " NINGCIIOW'S " riiUI'AUATIONS. 

Of the many craft, big and small, that 
now fill the upper harbor, the Ning- 
chow, which F. C. Davidge k Co., Ltd,, 
have shown commendable enterprise in 
cbarieiiuB fin<i hrjnging here from 
Aeiatie poiuta to relieve tbe congested 
condition of the northern trade, is the ad- 
miration of all. Jwarge and graceful lines 
shs is an object that cannot escape no- 
tice by everyone vialting the waterfront. 
Fifty carpenters are working night an(i 
day on the steamer and her agents atato 
that the ship will break nil reconia. She 
will get away on Thursd-ay night, thd 
date for which she ia advertised, 
sailing for Vancouver en route 
to all Northern Alaskan points. Ac- 
commodation for between SOOandlOOt) 
people ia to be provided 'tween decks, 
while accommodation for one hundred 
saloon passengers is being furnished on 
the upper deck. In Nob. 1 and 2 of tbe 
four batches on the steamer stalls are 
being erected for 300 horsea, and a mat- 
ter being kept in mind in the ar- 
rangement for these animals ia 
(jood ventilation. On tho Asiatic 
Coast the Ningchow had a 
passenger licenses for 1,500 people, 
secured iu Hongkong. In consideration 
ol tho heavy expenses tho agents have 
gone to in adding their ship to tlie Vic- 
toria fleet tiiey feel tfiat they should re- 
ceive liberal patronage from a local 
standpoint, and so far they have every 
reason to believe that this is forthcom- 
ing, there being already booked for the 
steamer upwards of 500 passengers.

MR. AUSTIN'S CONGItlKT. 

Promised Thtit It Will Be One Of the Best 
Hoard Here This Year. 

The concert that ia to he given for tho 
benelit of tho British Cohinibia Benevo- 
lent Society by F. Victor Austin on I\fon- 
dav next, 14th lust., in the Institute 
hall.

WANTS TO DIE. 

A Despondent Englishman Blows a Hole 
ThrooBh His Body with a Revolver. 

James Parrott ia lying dan^oroiiBly 
wonniled, with a hnllet wound inflicted 
hv hiiiiBelf in an attempt toeoiiimit Bui 
eide. I'arrott ia a iiiuklle-aKed I'higHiih 
man who has heeii in Vietoria since last 
fall and for the past few inonths has 
been in haril luck, unahlo to secure 
einploynieiit. He hoarded at the Queen's 
hotel and gradually run behind in his 
bill till ho owed ^^(iO. The proprietor of 
the hotel bad given him notice that the 
bill must be paid or tbe loom vacated 
and yesterday when pivon this message 
Parrott sent word that he would be down 
in a few mieuteB to settle. Parrott not 
coming;, tbe clerk went up to tbe room 
and rapped at the door. Then came the 
report of a revolver inside, and the clerk 
ran down to inform Mr. N'oss. The 
proprietor and several others rushed up 
stairs aa (inickly as poeaible, and were 
tryini.' to jjet a paeakey into the lock 
when Parrott himself opened the door 
from the inside and stated that he had 
shot himeelf. This turned out to 
bo tlu) case, for tho bullet from 
4i-cHlil)re revolver lunl penetrated hie 
left hiEf; and passed out athis back. Dr 
Fraeer was summoned and made the 
patient aa comfortable as possible before 
iiaving him removed to the Jubilee 
hospital. To tho doctor and the others 
present Parrott said he had tried to kill 
himself, that be was in trouble and did 
not care to live. At a late hour last 
night Parrott was still alive, but the 
prohahility is he will die, as tlio wound 
18 a very eerioue oiir, Jiow bad it is itn- 
ooaeible to say as it cannot be probed 
for fear of killing tlie patient. Parrott 
has a family in I^ondon, I'ligland.

Tho idea of ciinquerod races enjoying 
the uinst minute liiji rty of iictinn by nat- 
ural birtbriglit was re:,'ari!eil in .Spain 
as iibsurd. Little by little pressuro was 
brought to bear ou tho king aud his 
counselors, producing a gradual relasa- 
tiiin i.f llie fetters wliicb liiiuiiil tho new 
Kiibject.-i to their forced allegiance. 
Trade, created by tho Spaniards, which 
finally extended to half castes, was cou- 
llncd exclusively to conuiierco with 
Spain. Bf.tJi in the f:ir east; aud tho far 
west the ( :;act :)i/.eainl mimbfirof pack- 
ages ship])ed, tne nuiiiber of voyages jiiu- 
annum to aud frn of the 1,'aos (govern- 
ment trading galleons), contents of 
bales, etc., woro all regulated, and no 
QUO could ship without a boieto or pub- 
lic permit, which could only bo obtained 
from the uiiscru pulous ollieials who had 
come to till thi'ir piicki'ts by tho most 
corrupt meaiis. Pormiasiou had to bo ko- 
lieitod again and again to perform al- 
most any act beyond tho coniuion neces- 
sities of lifo. One could neither travel, 
(|uit or enter the coantry, read, v,-rite, 
assemble in a group, build a houso 
nor plant a Hi Id without liceuso. 

In the I'hilippino islands tho ' utitivea 
were forced to think liko their masters, 
to dress as they were told and to adopt 
tho religion of their conquerors under 
the .severest penalties of torture and fre- 
quently of death. In Mexico ofiicial ap- 
pointments to tho Manilla dependency 
were publicly sold. Until tho American 
colonies were lost to Spain hardly ono 
Spaniard in a generation carried capital 
to these new posscssiouH todnvolop their 
natural resources. Foreigners were jeal- 
ously treated aa Intruders, and tho Im- 
ropt^un influx sprang generally from tho 
lowest social orders, who aoted like 
wolves lot loose among a fold of sliMp.

In every city and town in the land 
you will liiid a mill, store or factory 
which .'-eems to be hoodooed. The leca- 
licii IS appa;-eiitly all right, bnt whoev- 
er buys, letises or rents maki.'S a failure. 
When Cieorgo Walters of tho town of 
Bifnley decided to build an inn and ho- 
coino a landlord, ho selected what was 
failed tho best location in tho (Mjrpnrti- 
tiuii.

He was a thorough worker 
in every aensQ of the term — always 
ready for any labor, that lie might carry 
through anythiiiij he had undertaken, 
lie had in a marked degree that spirit of

tiis undertakings in the public in- 
terest.

THE COPPER MARKET. 

Prices the Highest for Many IVIonllis Owing 
to Electrical and Military Demand. 

The copper market should have a spe- 
cial interest for Victorians, in view of 
the extent of the deposiiB on this islacd 
awaiting devdiopmeut. It is i:ood iiewB 
locally therefore that at last week copper 
reached in New Yorfc; the highest p- ii e 
for many months. A despatch, stating 
this proceeds: " Oopper brokers say that 
the advance is due to a general lieayy 
demand in both domestic and foreign. 
Foreign stocks are now only '20,000' tone, 
which is leas than ever known before in 
the history of the copjier trade. Muili 
of the metal now being exported is U3td 
for the manufacture of ammunition fur 
Jiuropean armies and there is a conetant 
demand in this baanch of the trade." 

" It ia more than a year siuco Lake 
i copper wamjuoted as high a-i it. ia tti- 
day. The market in .fanuary^ l.Hi)7, 
opened with a firm tendency, an^l Lake 
was quoted at ll?iic. The demajid was 
steady, especially from abroad, and 
prices a^dvanced during the month until 
12 cents was reached which was the 
highest price of the year. It was niaii.- 
tained during the greater part of Feb- 
ruary, but eased off a few points in 
March. The average price for 1897 was 

ii.snc. 

"The output of copper last year was 
I75,;;'is ;!10 pounds, i.ii increaseof nearly 
S,000,OUO pounds owr that of the 
nrevious vear. Montaua mines 
fiirnitlied 4" jier cent, oi the out- 
put, Michigan :!1 per cent. Ari- 
/.•ma Hi per cent., anil all other sources 
5 5 per cent. Copper production in the 
United States iiicruascd IJo per cent, in 
the four years ending with the close of 
IS97. 

"The great increase in electrical work 
throughout the world during late years 
has had a tendency to keep the price of 
copper iirm, and there ia no indication 
that the demand from that source will 
slacken. Electric railways and the elec- 
tric tranHraission of power are making 
rapid advances which inipHea greater 
consumption of copper. An item of ieea 
impartance but tending in tlie same di- 
rection is the substitution of copper tor 
iron wires on telegraph lines,"

TBE SKAGWAY PLAGUE. 

Captain Meyer Sky* It ;is 'Very Real—News" 
From the Gold Fields. 

"The people at Skagway are dying 
like iliee," said Captain Meyer, of the 
O.F.N, BteamBhip -Dfinabe, when .that 
vesBel arrived 'from the North yesterday, 
" That ia about all the ne«78 there is 
to tell this time," he continued, " and I 
tlon't suppoEO it is very new now, either. 
Nothing developed on the Danube's trip 
tliat would interest newspaper readers. 
Ill fact the voyage wae abeolulely un- 
0'.'entful except tliat wo had a death on 
biianl coiuins back, ioBlnst Cole.i, one of 
tii»men in ti:o steward's departniRnt." 

There appears to be some curious fatal- 
ity in connection witli this liranciiof the 
UP.N. eervico of late. CoIps is tlie third 
employee in the stewardh' dcpnrtoient 
lhat has died within a week. His fatal 
illnees was believed by bie messmates to ' ' 
lie in the nature of pneiiiuouia. They 
are now convinced, however, that it was . 
cerebro spinal menicgitie, for all the' 
symptoms of tho Ska^wav plagua- were 
piesfnt in the ease— the chill, the excru- 
ciating lieaiii'.clio, tho ailections of the 
brain, the Bputting and discoloration cf 
the6lnn,nijd the very Budden death— 
fi>r poor Coles did not live more than 
F.'.xty lioiire after (irat complaining of the 
illnesa that carried him oil'. 

His mollier, who had c me down to 
tiie wharf at tlie Eound 01 the Danube's 
whietle to welcome liome lier boy, was 
completely prostrated by the news of hia 
deatli, her grief being pitiable in the ex- 
treme. CoieiB was a Victoria boy and 
well known among the maritime com- 
munity. 

Of the Danube psEsenKera little ia (o, 
be written, for they are few in number: 
Fred. Nichols from Daweon City, John 
Laumei ter of Skagway. Captain Oatee, 
Al. Bartlett and Mrs. Bowman. Nichols 
claiuiB to be the last man out from Daw-. 
Bon, aud also asserts that practically all 
who intend cominR out before spring un- 
locks the river highway, are now on. the 
Coast. 

His principal news is of a Btriko on 
Rosebud creek, lif'y-three miles up the 
river from Daweon and not far from 
Sixty-Mile, where eeveral prospectora, 
delayed on their way into the Klondike 
district, found promising colore. They 
promptly proclaimed the new creek the 
greatest thiag on earth, with the result 
that a stampede set in from both above 
and below— 500 men at a low estimate 
hurrying forward at the risk of frost- 
bites aud hanger to stake and record 
claims on the aa yet absolutely tin* 
prospected river. As Kosebud creek 
is almoat 25 miles long it could not be 
eslmusted as quickly as other streams 
made faiiioua in former stampedes.

Not alone on the waterway to thi) 
Klondike did the heavy Boutheaater of 
mid-February work destruction among 
the ahipping, for the steamer Willapa, 
returning from the West OoftBt yester- 
day bad also a tale of wreck to tell. 
The Tiotima of the .blow on the island 
seaboard are the sealiuK achponera Ven- 
ture and Favorite, the former of which 
is so badly damaged that she will be ob- 
liged to cancel her spring cruise and re 
turn to port for extenaive repairs. 

The Favorite escapes more luckily, 
having dragged one anchor, snapped 
another and brought up on the shore- 
yet not with suflicient force to work much 
injury. The vessel was got oiT by the 
crew and was able to start for the hunt 
ing grounds on Thursday last. The 
Venture when the Willapa shaped her 
course homeward was atill on the beach 
at Ciayoquot, leaking badly and eni' 
ployed in patching her damaged keel 
sufficiently to reach home. 

Several others of the sealing fleet re 
ported to the Willapa either directly or 
through companion craft, the Victoria 
being at last accounts bign lioer to date, 
with 164 skins under her hatches at the 
time she left Dodger's Cove on the 28th 
ultimo. Kbe had come iu to replace her 
canoes, all of which had been smashed 
in the gale that proved so disantroua to 
the Venture and the Favorite. 

The Umbrina was spoken by Captain 
Foot at Eucluelet on the 2nd instant, 
with but seven akins : the Teresa at 
Ciayoquot on the 3rd had 104 ; the Arie- 
tia on February 25 had fourteep ; and 
the Saucy Lass when the Willapa passed 
her had made a start— one skin. And 
this was just one better than the Ocei^n 
Belle reported, she having left Ciayoquot 
on the 3rd. 

Aside from sealing news, the Willapa 
brings interesting intelligence concern 
ing the development of the West Coast 
mines, all of the principal Alberni pro- 
perties showing up well, and numerous 
tranafera being recorded at satiafactory 
figures. The Crow group at Ciayoquot, 
for example, haa just been purchased by 
Mr. Robert Wingate and aaaociates fur 
if20,000 cash. And better still, ao far as 
the district ia concerned, the new owners 
promise to proceed at once with active 
development on a large scale. 

The Willapa'a round trip wag the fast- 
est on record, she having left Victoria 
on the 1st of the month, and since then 
visited all ports between here and Cape 
Scott. Her passengers to Victeria in- 
cluded Indian Agent Guillod, A. K. 
Waterhonse, of Waterhouee & Penney, 
the Alberni warehousemen ; Rev. Father 
Van Nevel, Irom Ciayoquot; Store- 
keeper Charles Gawley, also from that 
port; with three prospectors— Goltz, 
liickey and Senfrew.

In view of the great excitement in the 
wheat markets of the world and the in- 
terests of Manitoba in this staple, a Nor'- 
wester reporter called upon Mr. F. W. 
Thompson, of the Ogllvie Milling Com- 
pany, yesterday, and after no little difli- 
culty succeeded in obtaining a brief in- 
terview with that gentleman, 

" The present position the world over 
is stronger than at any time during the 
past year," said Mr. Thompeou, "and 
wheat may yet sell higher, which prom- 
ises a bright future for the farmers of 
Manitoba; but, remember, I do not pre- 
tend to prophesy anythinsj; concerning 
the price of wheat." 

" la it true that you have been a 
buyer of flour recently, Mr. Thompson ? ' ' 
asked the reporter. 

" Yes, we have boughtalarge quantity 
of dour, and have arrangements com- 
pleted to export the same.*' 

" Is there any question about your be- 
ing able to secure the delivery of the 
Hour purchased?" 

" None, whatever, that I know of 
said ^ilr. Thonipeon. "The parties are 
reeponeible, and must fill their con 
tracts." 

"The foreign demand at the i)reRent 
time is very active," continued Mr. 
Thompson, "and notwithstanding our 
great facilities, our capacity has been 
taxed to the utmost to meet the demand 
for Ogilvie's ' Hungarian ' and 'Glenora' 
brands." 

"Are you increasing your capacity of 
the Winnipeg mill beyond 2,200 barrels 
daily?" 

•' Yes, we have within the past week 
placed an order for two immente 
boilers with Mesara. Goldie & McCulloch 
of Gait, Ontario, through their Winnijieg 
representative, Mr. .John McKechnie.

"Winnipeg now enjoys the distinction 
of having the largest flour mill in the 
Dominion of Canada, and the most 
complete in its equipments of any on 
the continent of America, or in the 
world, and the flour manufactured here 
commiinda the highoat price in ail the 
leading markets. " 

" What ia your opinion of Mr. Jailer's 
operations in Chicago?" 

" Jly advices ao far indicate that Mr. 
Loiter had decidedly the best of the 
deal, ilia success so far haa not given 
him the swelled head, and there ia no 
doubt that ho ia dictating the price of 
wheat to the whole world." 

" Then you think prices are likely to 
bo maintained?" 

" I am inclined to think so. We have 
bought over three-quarters of a million 
bushela of Manitoba wheat within the 
past forty days. This reflects our opin- 
jion of the market." Please excuse me 



Since they have had time to grasp its 
full Bigniflcanoo, British Columbians 
generally unite in expreeeing surprise 
and indignation in connection with the 
United States senate bill, passed last 
Thursday, for extending bonding privi- 
leges at Wrangel as sought by the 
Dominion authorities. Some among the 
most influential of Victoria's buainess 
men go so far aa to predict that the 
entire Dominion will resent the senat- 
orial enactment, while asserting that no 
government could be formfd in the 
Dominion strong enough to continue 
negotiations in the face of a measure so 
clearly intended to be coercive, what- 
ever it might bo in point of fact. 

The British Columbia contention is 
that not only does the United States 
aenate in this lateat logialation aim to 
dictate methods of administration to the 
Canadian public departments, but, as 
the price of bonding privileges, which 
are nothing more than a commoa inter- 
national courtesy, and are not essential 
to the navigation of the Btikine, at a 
port which like Skagway and Dyea is 
purely the creation of Canadian trade 
development, demands power to regulate 
Canadian railway and general transport- 
ation arrangeinerita, iuaista that Yukon 
OQtfita be practically placed on the free 
list, orders that the Canadian govern- 
ment shall practically issue licenses to 
Auiericnn niiners in whatever corner of 
the wildetnees they may chooae to nomi- 
nate, and asks that privileges be extend- 
ed to American fishermen in Canadian 
waters which their government does not 
and will not extend to Canadian flsher- 
raen following their source of livelihood 
into the contiguous waters of the United 
States. 

The feeling here appears to be that if 

this hill is passed the American govern- 
ment will tlierel)v clone the avenue ol 
n-^gotiations. and nnintentionally rju: 
very materially aid the project looking 
to the early completion of the all Cana- 
dian route, with which the Djiiiinion 
can te rendered absolutely independent 
of Krudgingly-given courtesies, while re- 
taliating on its completion by depriving 
both Skagway and I)yea of all reason for 
existence. Two petitions for a public 
meeting to deal with this question were 
placed in circulation for signature yester- 
day. Many who are heartily in accord 
with the spirit of the petitiors are, how- 
ever, averse to the mass meeting plan 
for procedure, as not capable of as good 
results as action by the board of trade, 
couDcil and kindred bodies. 



DEATH. OF JiN ROOD. 



The Well Known Northern Canner a 
Victim of the Epidemic that ia 
aaglng at Skagway. . ■. 



Its Peculai'itiea as Described by Late 
Arrivals From the North— Three 
Victorians Victims. 



John Rood, the salmon canner and 
Bteamboat owner of Lowe Inlet, who re- 
turned from the North by the Islander, 
died on SuiiJjy night at the Jubilee 
hospital of ccrebro spinal meningitis, 
car.tracted it ia supposed during a single 
day 's stay iu Skagway. He was attended 
by Dr. 0. M. Jones, with other thorough- 
ly skilful practitioners in consultation, 
but they from the first held out no hope 
of the patient's recovery— indeed, if 
seenjed to be only a matter of fiours 
when his illuees must have a fatal ter- 
mination. The deceased gentleman was 
a native of Pictou, N.S., aged -U years, 
and leaves a widow ai^d family, resident 
on Stanley avenue in this city — whence 
the funeral takes place to-day, 

Aside from the fact that Mr. Rood was 
one of the beat known business men of 
the North, the circumstances under 
which his illneaa developed and the dis- 
ease itself command for the case more 
than ordinary attention— contradicting 
aa they do the contention of the Lynn 
Canal doctois that they have only 
idiopathic cases to deal with, but no 
epidemic. Mr. Rood confided to a fellow 
passenger on the Islander's homeward 
trip that he had been warned by a 
friend in Skagway that it was " a 
sick town and a good one to kpep out 
of." The same day he saw one of the 
dead from the prevalent malady, and the 
strange purple-black of the skin con- 
vinced him that the disease waa aome- 
thing quite out of the common for this 
part of the world at all events. 

He himself had a premonitory chill 
while in the place, but as no more seri- 
ous Bymptoma developed during the 
three days' steamer trip he was not 
aware that be had contracted anything 
more cerioas than a vexatious cold. 
Last Friday night he lay down on a 
couch iu the hope that a nap would im- 
prove his condition, as he had been "out 
of aorta" all day. He haa not since been 
conscious, and so rapidly did the dis- 
ease develop that medical skill could ac- 
complish little. 

A Wrangel man now in tlie city says 
that similar caeca of what he haa heard 
the miners call " black death " are re- 
ported from Lake Bennett and along the 
trails, while the Northern doctors diller 
widely as to the proper treatment. A 
peculiarity of the cases has been that 
death has usually resulted within 72 
hours, few of the victims being over 30 
years of age ; while the fact that new- 
comers are the snfTerera contradicts the 
hitherto accepted medical theory as to 
the origin of the disease — like scurvy — 
in a want of fresh vegetables. 

Including Mr. Rood three Victorians 
have now been claimed as victims by 
the Skagway epidemic, poor Colea of the 
Danube being the last of these.

PROVED -ITSELF UNWORKABLE. 

Such is tbe Opinion of the Curfew Law 
Formed In the Federal Capital After 
a Fair Trial. 

It is anticipated that the portion of 
the Municipalities act general^ referred 
to as the curfew law, aiid having for its 
object tbe prevention,by legal enactment, 
of the young of Britisa Columbia from 
the evils of late hours, will be under 
consideration again during the next ten 
days, with a fair prospect of this legisla- 
tion being made operative with an age 
limit of fifteen years. 

Mr. Kennedy, of Westminster, ia re- 
cognized ill the legislature as the father 
and fast friend of the curfew law, while 
in the city Aid. K. T. Williams declares 
his determination to do all iu liie power 
to further the adoptioa of a curfew by- 
law by the public fathers of the capital. 
It may be interesting for both th«se gen- 
tlemen mentioned, aa well as for legis- 
lature, aldermanic board and public 
generally, to know that Ottawa, after 
trying the curfew law, fairly and with 
honest intention to make it a source of 
benefit to tbe community, haa come to 
tbe conclnsiou that It cannot be done— 
and has accordingly repealed the useless 
piece of legislation. 

The Ottawa by-law, in harmony with 
the Ontario act w'aich Mr. Kennedy has 
modelled liia measure upon, was passed 
toward the close of JS!)0— and lixing six 
teen aa the age of discretion so far as 
late hours i.s concerned, enacted that all 
under this age or appearing to be, should 
be homo at the ringing of the curfew — 
at s p.m., during the winter and at 9 in 
the Bumiiier eeason, 

"There is little to say about our ex- 
perience of curfew law," writes a mem 
ber of tbe Ottawa city council to a mem 
ber of the OoLCXiST staff, "except that 
it haa proved itself absolutely unwork- 
able. I supported it in the city council, 
but ixperience has sliown that sump- 
tuary legislation of this character is un- 
workuljlo in a large city. A curfew law 
might do all right iu a village or town 
not exceeding 2,000 in population, but 
were A'ictoria to adopt it, a force of five 
hundred constables would be required to 
enforce it." 

iho writer continues that while cur- 
few legislation might be capable of en- 
forcement in the villages, it has yet to 
be Bhown that the smaller centres of 
population are atall in need of any tuch 
protection for the little folk.
